Germany Held to Have Been Misin- 
formed as to Guns and Cargo on the 

Big Passenger Ship — Imperial Gov- 
ernment Asked Whether It Intends 
to Abide by the Principles of Inter- 
national Law — Message Based en 
Grounds of Humanity. 

Washington, June 11. — In its latest 
note to Germany, tae United States 
formally asks the imperial sovern- 
ment for assurances that measures 
hereafter will be adopted to safegiuard 
"American lives and A*^"*^^ ■Upd" 
on the hlsh seas. 

President Wilson has asked for a 
liromiit response to the new note, 
and on the reply to this question 
probably will depend whether or not 
the cordial relations t>etween tiia two 
governments are to continue. This 
demand is regarded by official Wash- 
ington as the crux of the note -which 
President Wilson has dispatched to 
-.#4.' Germany. 

Two features of the note, while in 
no wise modifying the demand for as- 
surances as to the future, hold the 
door open to Germany for a possible 
alteration of her submarine program. 
One of , these Is the president's invita- 
tion to Germany to submit any "con- 
vincing evidence" In its possession 
that the Tlnited States ofBcials failed 
to perform their duties in examining 
%r) the liusitania before she sailed. The 
other is the president's offer to convey 
to Great Kftain or Germany any In 
tbnation or suggestion either govern- 
ment may be willing to make to the 
other and his invitation to tae imperial 
German government to make use of 
the services of the United States Ir. 
this way. 

The kernel of the president's note 
to Germany is found in this conclud- 
ing sentence: 

"The government of the United 
States, therefore, deems it reasonable 
to expect that the imperial German 
government will adapt the measures 
necessary to put these principles 
(those of International law) into prac- 
tice in respect of the safeguarding 
American ships and asks for assur- 
ances that this will be done." 

In addition to this demand, the 
president in effect reiterates all ol 
those contained in his previous note. 
These included a demand for a dis- 
avowal of intention to attack Ameri- 
can life, reparation in so far as re- 
paration is possible and Immediate 
steps to prevent the recurrence of the 
I.usitania Incident. 

Note Friendly, but Firm. 
No communication could be more 
friendly in tone than this note to Ger- 
many, yet it is regarded by many here 
as the atrongest the most impressive 
of aU the admittedly remarlcable pa- 
pers, which have come from Hr. Wll 
son's hand during the war. 

Meyer Gerbard, now on his wi^ tc 
Berlin as personal representative of 
Count Von Bemstorir. is understood to 
have been Instructed to outline fhe 
attitude of the American government 
In a way that win merely supplement 
the statement of the position in the 
cote. In German quarters no response 
from the imperial government is 
looked for until after Gerhard reaches 
Berlin, pei^ps ten days or a fortnight 
hence. 

The president goes far in the note 
In giving Germany the benefit of every 
doubt, in deferring to take the acts 
<tf German naval commanders to sig- 
nify the attitude of the German gov- 
ernment and people and in assuming 
that the German government Is stfll 
true to the standards which It has 
always shared with the leading civil- 
ized nations. The note does not con- 
tain BO much colorful language as did 
the note of May 15. yet it is regarded 
here as all the more forcef>4 and 
solemn an arraignment of Gennanya 
present submarine prcvnun. The text 
of the note follows:

The government of the I'nited States 
lit contending for something much great- 
er than mere rlgrhls of ijroperty or priv- 
ileged of commerce. It Is conlencilnK for 
nothing lenB high am] k.kt-'I ihiii tlii 
riahta of humanity, which every govern- 
ment homwa. Itadf in renpentlna and 
which no ffovemment la JttatlflM in re- 
siding on behalf of those under Its care 
and authority. Only her actr.al resistance 
to capture or refusal to stop when or- 
dered to do so (or the purpose of vMt 
could have afforded the commander of 
the submarine any JuKilficatlCFn for so 
much as putting Ihc I'.vea of those on 
board the ship in jeopardy. This prlnci- 
ide the govennnent 6t (be-Unted States 
understands the cxpllclc Instructions Is- 
sued on Aug. 8, 1P14, by tho Imperial 
German admiralty to It.s commniulors at 
sea to have recognized and embodied, as 
do the naral codes of all other nations, 
and upon it every traveler and seaman 
has a light to depend. It la upon this 
princiitle of humanity, as well as upon the 
law founded upon this principle that the 
rnited States must stand. 

The government of the United States is 
happy to obser^■e that your excellency's 
note closes with the Intimation that the 
Imperial German government Is willing, 
now as before, to accept the good omc^s 
of the United States In an attempt to 
come to an understanding with the gov- 
ernment of Great Britain br which the 
character and conditions of the War upon 
the seas may be changed. The govern- 
ment of the United States -nould consider 
it a privilege thus to serve its friends 
and the wortd. It staods reaAr at any 
time to oonv^ to either government any 
Intimations or sufTKestlnns the other may 
be willing to have It ri>iivt-y and conllally 
Invites the Imiperial German governnieat 
to make use of its services In this way 
and at Its convenience. The wliole world 
fs concerned In ariythlnfr that may bring 
al)Out even a partial nccommodation of 
intecsts or in any way mitigate the ter- 
rors of the present dtsti fssliij ecnfllct. 

In the meantime whatever arrange- 
ment may happily be rriade bf-tween th^ 
parties to the war and whatever may In 
the opinion of the Imp^-rial German s*^\'- 
emment have been the provocation or 
the circumstantial Justification for the 
past acts of Its commardors at sea, the 
go\ernmont nt the United States ccmd- 
dently looks to see the Justice and hu- 
manity of the government of Germany 
vindicated In all cases where Americans 
have been wronged or their rii;hts as 
neutrals in\'adcd.

The government of the United Statas 
notes with sn-atlfloatlon the fuU recognl- 
lion by the iir.ieria' r.erman L-.'-,< rnnient. 
In discu-sslng the cases of the Cushlns 
and the Gulfllght, of the principle of the 
freedom of all parts of the open sea to 
neutral ships and the frank wilUngnesa 
of the imperial German government to 
acknowledge and meet Its liability where 
the fact of attack upon neutral ships 
"which have not been guilty of any lios- 
tlle action" by German alrcract or vessels 
of war Is satisfactorily estaUlshed; and 
the government of the United States wlu- 
In due course laj' before the Imperial Ger- 
man government, as It req'ie.^ts, full in- 
formation concerning the attack on the 
steamer Cushliig. 

Sinking of Falaba. 
'With regard to the sinking of the 
steamer Falaba, by which an American 
citizen lost his life, the crtivcriinient of 
the I'nited States Is surprised to llnd 
the imperial German government con- 
tending that an effort of a merchantman 
to escape capture and secure assistance 
alters the obligation of the officer seek- 
ina to make the capture Ir. rfspcct to 
the safety of the lives of those on board 
the merchantman. althougAi the veasel 
had ceased her attempt to ew>ape when 
torpe<loed. These are not new clrcum- 
ntar.ces. They have J)e< n In the minds 
of statesmen niid of International Jitriats 
throughout tlie development of navAl 
warfare, and the government of the Unit- 
ed States does not understand that they 
have ever been held to alter the princi- 
ples of humanity upon which It has In- 
sl>lid. Nothing hut actual forcible re- 
sislan- e or continued < fforts to escape 
flight when ordered to atop for The 
purpose of visit on the part of the mer- 
hantman has ever been held to forfeit 
the lives of her passenpers or crew. Th»! 
gn\-ernment of the United Pl.ites, how- 
ever, does not understand that the Iin- 
lierlal German government Is seeking In 
this case to relieve Itself of liability, but 
only intends to set forth the circum- 
stances which led the commander of th* 
submarine to allorw himself to be hur- 
ried into tlie course which he took. 
Case of Lusltanla. 
Your excellency's note. In discussing 
the loss of American lives resulting from 
the sinking of the steamship T.usitania, 
adverts at some lencrth to cert.ain infor- 
mation which the imperial German gov- 
ernment has received with regard to the 
character and outfit of that vessel, and 
your excellency expresses the fear that 
this Information may not have been 
brought to the attention of the govern- 
ment of the I'nited States. It Is stated 
In the note that the Lusltanla was un 
doubtedy equipped with mocked guns, 
wipplled with trained s'mners and spo- 
clal ammunition, ti-ansjiot-ting troops 
from Canada. cat-r\'ing .a cargo not per- 
mitted under the laws of the United 
States to a vessel also carrying passen- 
gers, and serving in virttial effect, as an 
auxiliary to the naval forces of Great 
Britain. Fotunately, these are matters 
concerning which the K'vernment of the 
United States la In a position to give the 
imperial German aovernmoit ofllclal !n- 
formatlnn. Of the facts alleged In yonr 
excellency's note. If tnie, the government 
nf the United States would have been 
bound to take ofllcial cognizance In per- 
forming its rerosnlsed doty as a neatral 
power and In enforcing Its national laws. 

It was Its duty to see to It that the 
T.usitania was not armed for ofren.slve 
action, that she was not serving as a 
transport, that she did not carrr a cargo 
prohibited by the statutes of the United 
States, and that. If In fact she was a 
naval vessel of Great Britain, she should 
not receive clearance as a merchantman: 
and It rerorrred that duty and enforced 
Its statutes with actiipuloun I'lgllance 
through Us regularly constituted officials. 
It Is able, therefore, to a.ssure the im- 
perial German government that It has 
been misinformed. If the Imperial Ger- 
man government should deem Itself to bo 
In pos-sesslon of convincing evidence that 
the officials of the government of the 
United States did not perform Ihese du- 
ties with thoroughness, the government 
of the I'nited States sincerely hopes that 
it will submit the evidence for consldera- 
ilrtn. 

Whate\-er may be the contentions of 
the Imperial German government regard- 
ing the carriage of contraband of war on 
beard the I.usitania, or regarding the 
explosion of that material by the tor- 
pedo. It need only be said that In the 
view of this government these conten- 
tions are Irrelevant to the question of 
the legality of the methods used by ths 
German na^'al authorities in sinking the 
resset 

But the sinking of passenger ships In- 
volves principles of humanity whi- 
throw Into the* background any special 
clrcumslanco of detail that mlv be 
thought to affect tlie c.a.ses, principles 
whjeh lift it. as the imrerial 0"rman 
government will no doubt be riuick to 

rwognlae asd acknowTeSge. out of the 
"olailS of ocdinary subjects of dlpiomatie 
dtacossion or of International contro- 
versy. Whatever be the other facts ro- 
gardng the Lusltanla, the principal fact 
la that a great steamer, primarily and 
chleny a conveyance for passengers, and 
carrying more than a thousand souls who 
had not part or lot In the c<.nduct of the 
war, was torpedoed and sunk witlWNit so 
ntuefa as a challenge or warning and that 
men, women and children were .•<e> 
their death In circumstance unparalleled 
In modem warfare. The fact that more 
than one hundred American citizens were 
among those who perished mf.de It the 
duty at the go\-emra«iit of the United 
I Statsa to soeok of tliaee ttilnirs. and ooca 



Representations Renewed. 
The government of the United Rtatcs 
therefore very earnestly and very s<il- 
emnly renews the representations of Its 
note transmitted to the Imperial German 
government on the 15th day of May and 
relies in these repres-mtatioos on tho 
principles of humanity, the universally 
recognized understanding of intemational 
law and the ancient friendship ot the 
German nation. 

The government of the ITnited States 
can not admit tluit the prodaasatlMi 6f 
a war zone from which neutral ships 
have been warned to keep away may l>a 
made to operate In any degree as an ab- 
breviation of the rights either of Ameri- 
can sliipmasters or of American citizens 
bound on lawful errands as passengers on 
merctiant ships of l>eUlgerent nationality. 
It does not understand the Imperial Ger- 
man government to question those righta 
It understands It, also, to accept as es- 
tablished beyond question the prin- 
ciple that the lives of noncombatants 
can not lawfully nor rightfully be put In 
Jeopardy by the capture or destruction 
of a non-resisting mercluintmnn. and to 
recognize the obligation to take sufficient 
precaiiUdn to ascertain whether a sus- 
pected merchantman Is In fact of bellig- 
erent nationality . or Is Ip tRC. carryinii 
contraband of war under a neutral flag. 
Tlf? eoiernmtiit -.f tl.e United States 
therefore deems It r'^.Tsnnable to expect 
that the Imperial German KOvemment 
will adopt the me.isure.s neceas.'xy to put 
these principles into practice In respact 
to the safeguarding of American llvi* 
and American <?hlps. and asks for assur- 
ances that this nill he done.

Great Damage Reported to Have Been 
Inflicted Upon Fleet, Including Sev- 
eral Submarines — Latest Reports 
Given Out at Rome Say Auatrlans 
Are Falling Back Ail Along the 
Tyrol Front. 

Rome, June 14. — A raid by an Ital- 
ian airshipjon Pola, the Austrian nava! 
base, resulted in the destruction of a 
great part of the arsenal, saya a dis- 
patch to the Messaggero. The airship 
dropped bombs on the shlping in the 
naval port, where there were ten war- 
ships, including one battleship, two 
erulaers and several submarines. It 
Is believed that the bombs caused 
great destruction among this fleet. 

With Its customary secrecy, the war 
ofl^e has refrained for several days- 
from giving any details of the oi>€ ra- 
tions against Rovocto. The movement 
ot the Italian troops in this region 
has, however,, reached such a point 
that it Is believed in Home that if Ro- 
vocto has already fallen its occupation 
will not be long delayed. The war of- 
fice has made it a point not to an- 
nounce the occupation of any Aus- 
trian towns until the Italians are so 
well organized In the captured place 
they can not be driven oat by counter 
attacks. 

According to the latest official re- 
ports the Austrians are falling back 
everywhere on the Tyrol-Trentino 
front, the heavy Italian artillery do- 
molishing the fortifications and the 
garrisons then retroating, apparently 
for lack of snflicient forces to stem 
the advance of the invaders. News ot 
Etill another report of the gates to 
the Trentino having fallen into the 
hands ot the Italians was contained In 
the official report, which told of the 
occupation of tlie Valles pass, 6,650 
feet high, south of caprile and on the 
frontidr. almost due east frgni.BoxdB.

Calls For Prompt Expression From 
Oormany to Prinelplea of Sub- 
iiMirine Wartare-!— Realgnation •( 
of Bryan Came as a Surprlaa. 

l^ashington. June 9. — ^Tbe resigna- 
tlok of Wlillam J. Bryan aa aecretaiy 
of irtate has been aeceptad by Presi- 
dent Wllaoa. to take effect tanineAI- 

ately. 

Mr. Bryan retires from the Wilson 
adiginlstration l>ecause be is not able, 
eooselenUously. t»aiCB |he note whi<di 
th» president is about to dlapatch to 
Germany. To atUcta his signature to 
this communication would. In the 
opinion of -Mr. Hryan, be unfair to the 
cause nearest his heart — namely, ths 
prevention of war. 

At the direction of President Wll- 
soq. Robert Lansing, acting secretary 
of state, has signed the note. It has 
been ruahed into the hands of state 
department experta to be coded, and 
will be on ita way to Berlin by the 
time the American public Is reading 
the startling detaila of Mr. Bryan'a 
refusal to lend Us name to tt ss sec- 
retary of state. 

The note to which Mr. Bryan was 
unal4e to subscribe, firmly restates 
the position ot the United States, rs- 
iterates President Wilson's previous 
demands, and calla upon Germany for 
a prompt expression whether or not 
she Intends to abide by the principles 
of intemational law and humanity. 

Three principles stand out impres- 
sively ammig those whlA WsShtaic- 
ton l>elievea wHl come from this re- 
markable occurrence: 

First. That the country will be dlr 
vided on the queation of President 
Wilson's policy towards Germany. 

Second. That there will be a real 
awakening in Germany to the determi- 
nation ot the president, and the seri- 
ousness of the situation confronting 
them as a result ot this gurainmenfa 
demands. 

Third. That th. re will be a change 
in the administration'.'* general for- 
eign policy; the substitution of a 
vigorous assertion of American rlghU 
for the temporising policy of the laat

Eleven Killed and Fifty Injured 
Ifl Wisconsin. 



MANY DISTRICTS ARE CUT OFF 



Milwaukee Suffered Large Property 
Damage by Wind Which Sv»ept Over 
Entire State — Ferryville, With Eight 
Dead and Eight Injured, la Heaviest 
Suffsrsr— Wires Down snd Wsstsrn 
Counties Net Heard From. 

Milwaukee, MHs., June 14.— Eleven 
persons are deed and 40 or -60 Injured 
as a result of a storm in Wisconsin, 
and all communications with several 
large sections are still cut off, such 
districts aa that about Elroy, in west- 
em Wisconsin, not havlsg been heard 
from for twenty-four hours. 

Summarized, the losses as far as 
Icnown are: Ferryville, liUled 8, in- 
jured 8; ReedaviUe, 2 killed. 10 in- 
jured; Baraboo, 1 kWed: Racine, 2 in- 
jured: Oshkosh, t injured: Sparta. S 
injured; TunneU Ctty. i injured; MU- 
wankee, 2 injured.

Most of the dead and injured at For- 
ryvlUe were in two houses, those of 3. 
C. Blaley and FraacU McManus being 
destroyed. 

At Baraboo Harvey Bordman was 
killed by being hit with a fsning store 
sign.

Latest Statement Declares Situatiea 
Favorable on All Sides. 

Berlin. June 14. — The text ot the 
latest German war statement follows: 

"In the western theater: Artil'ery 
dtiels tooli place at Nieuport and Dlx- 
mude. north of Arras and Hebutern. 
Attempts of the enemy to make a 
night attack in the dunes was re- 
pulsed. Southeast of Hebutern. infan- 
try engagements are being fought. 
The military works sroond LniisvlUs 
were bomt)arded. 

"In the eastern theater: Oor Sttaclv 
northwest of Ssavli made good prog- 
ress. Kuzie was taken by storm. ISn- 
emy counter attacks failed. EUght of- 
ficers and 3,.'!ij0 men and eight mSe 
chine guns were cajitiired. 

"Southeast of tlie Miriamisol Kovno 
road battles acrainst Russian rein- 
forcements arriving from the south 
have commenced .\orth of Przasnyst 
another liiO prisoners were made. 

"Our invasion into the enemy lines 
south ot Baliuaw was followed in the 
night by Russian counter attacks, all 
of which were unsuccessful. Th* 
gained positions are firmly In our 
hands. Our booty In this sector has 
been Increased to 1,660 prisoners, 
eight cannon (two of which are of 
heavy caliber), and nine machine 
guns. 

"In the southeastern theater: A 
bridge head at Sienlawa was recap- 
tured. Our opponents left more than 
5,000 prisoners In our hands. Cotinter 
attacks made by the enemy during the 
night failed. 

"East of Przemysl the fighting is be- 
coming more noticeable. Troops un- 
der General Von Linsingen liave 
taken Unska. The attack OB Sydaeow 
continues." 



French Take Railway Station. 
Paris, June 14. — The last war office 
statement says: "During the entire 
night the bombardment in the region 
to the north ot Arras was continuous. 
We have taken the station of the rail- 
way leading Into Souchez. In the re- 
gion to the south of the labyrinth stub- 
born fighting is In progres. the com- 
batants having resorted to the throw- 
ing of hand grenades. In spite of th<? 
desperate efforts of the enf-my we 
nave maintained all our Kains made 
on the preceding days. On the rest 
of the front the night was calm." 



Employes Get Bonus.

Startling as was the withdrawal of 
Mr. Bryan from the admlulstration, it 
was the effect of this action upon the 
Immediate crisis between the Unltea 
States and Germany over which 
Washington officials were chiefly con- 
cerned. 

One sentence In Mr. Bryan's letter 
of resignation to the president was 
puzzling. This sentence read: "Obedi- 
ent to your sense of duty and actuated 
by the highest motives, you have pre- 
pared for transmission to the German 
government a note which I cannot 
Join without violating what I deem to 
be an obligation to my country, and 
the issue Involved is of such moment 
that to reasain a member of the cabi- 
net would be as onfUr to yon as It 
would be to ths cause wtaldi to near- 
est my heart, namely, the proventiaB 
of war." 

In sonoie quarters thto ssntsnee was 
oonatmed ak a plain intimation that 
Secret^ Bryan feared that one of 
the poaafMUtles of the noto whldi 
President Wilson has ordered for- 
warded to Germany is war. The other 
constmethm was that Os crnta fy Bryan 
feared that his sequ la s os i e e in the 
presidMif s reftasal to dlsenss the T^is! 
Unla facts with the Berlin govern- 
ment would be a death blow to- the 
principles for which Mr. Bryan liaa 
contended, and whldi he 
bodied in twenty peace treaties with 
foreign governments. 

While the correapondSBM between 
the president and Mr. ~Bryaa to 
marked with the utmost eordlsUty on 
the president's part, in fact, with 
manifestations of deep regret and 
sorrow, there was one sentence in 
Secretary Bryan's letter which Indi 
cates that he will not hesitate to use 
all means at his command to prevent 
a rupture with Germany. The Infer 
ence seems to be that Mr. Bryan 
would throw the weight of his per- 
sonal power agatast any 
tingency. 

On the other hand President Wilson 
makes It plain that he has accepted 
Secretary Bryan's resignation only 
because Mr. Bryan has insisted, and 
that he expects the co-operation ot 
Mr. Bryan In accomplishing his poli- 
cies of the administration. 

The fear expressed in Washington 
Is that Mr. Bryan's stand will give 
rise to a difference ot opinion in re- 
gard to the president's note. Such a 
division will, of course, not only add 
to President Wilson's tribulations, 
but will greatly weaken the strength 
3r this government's representations 
in Germany by giving Germany the 
impression that the country is divided 
as to sentiment regarding the Ber- 
lin note. 

The president's advisers are hop- 
ing, however, that the country will ac- 
cept the lar<fer view of the situation, 
and demonstrate that It stands as 
heartily behind the president in hto 
preeeat course as it did wfeaa ths tost 
lote ifis dispatched.

GERMANY'S UTEST NOTE 



Interprets the American Note Which 
He Refuaed to Sifln as Conforming 
to the Old System of Which Wsr Is 
the Cornerstone— New System, He 
Deelarea, Is Psrsuasion, Which Em- 
bodies Argument and Courts Invss- 
tigation. 

Washington, June 11. — ^Assailing the 
new note sent by President Wilson to 
the imperial German government, 
whldi he had dedlaed to sign, Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan laaued' a atato- 
ment addressed to the American peo- 
ple. He describes President Wilson 
as an exponent ot the old system in 
dealing with dtoputes between govern- 
ments, the system that haa war aa' its 
cornerstone. Not only In thto aaseartloa 
but In others, Mr. Bryan clearly ahow- 
ed that he fears the possibility of war 
between Germany and the Un ited 
States as the result of Mr. Wllsaa'< 
note. 

In hto statement Mr. Bryan claaaifles 
Prealdent Wilson's pOIley as one ot 
firmness supported by force. In Mr. 
Bryan's opinion, thto poUey conforms 
entirely to Uie standard at the old 
system, a standard whldi reaulted In 
Austria's ultimatum to Servto and 
which hss since set Europe on Hre. 

In many 'waya the Bryan statement 
issued to one of the most remarlcable 
docnmenta with which Waahlngton 
ever.has had to deaL Never before in 
the history of the nation haa there 
been a case quite eomparsble to thto 
one. Mr. Bryan's friends give Mr. 
Bryan full credit for sincerity and 
courage, but hto critics feel that hto 
St tack upon the foreign policy of the 
president at thto crlals In the nation's 
affairs to mote than deplorable and 
will eventual^ react npon Mr. Bryan 
hlmssifL 

Bryan's Statemenit. 

To the American Pecrple: 

Yoii now have before you the text of 
the note to Germany — the note which It 
would have been my official duty to sign 
had I remained secretary of state. I ask 
you to sit In Judsrment upon my decision 
to reslsn rather than to share responsi- 
bility for It. I am sure you will credit 
me \»Ith honorable motives, but tiiat .'a 
not enoush- Good Intentions could not 
alone for a mi.'^t.Tke at stich a time, on 
BOcIl a subject and tinder sucli i-ireum- 
■tancea. U your verdict is against me, I 
adc no mercy: I desire none if I have 
acted unwisely. A man in pobUe life 
must act according to his conscience, but 
ho-wever conscientlou-sly he acts, he must 
be' prepared to accept without complaint 
any condemnation wlilch his own errors 
may hrlns uiM>n him: h« must be wining 
to bear any dewrrved punishment from 
ostracism to exoruiion. But bear me be- 
fore you pass sentence. 

Tbe president and I asree la pnrptcie; 
w« desire a peaceful solntlaa of the dis- 
pute which has arisen between the T'nlt- 
ed StatP.s and Germany. We not only de- 
sire It, but with enual fei-\-or pray for It, 
but we differ IrrrconrllaMy aa to the 
means of securlnjr It. If It were merely 
a person.il difference. It would be a mat- 
ter of little moment, for all the presump- 
tions are on his side — tbe prewumptiors 
that go with power and authority. He Is 
your president: I am a private citizen 
without office or title — ^but one of the 
hundred million of Inhabitants. 

But the real Issue Is not 1>etween per- 
mns: It Is between systems: and I rely 
for vindication wholly upon the strength 
of the position taken. 

Among the Influences which govem- 
ments employ In deallnir with each other 
there are two whl'-li are pre-eminent and 
antagonlstln— f cin e and persun.'sion. Force 
speaks with firmness and acts throuirh 
the tisiial limitation; HM su asion emplnys 
arsum^nt. courts investiaatlon and de- 
pends upon negotiation. Force represents 
the old .ovstem— the system that must 
pass away; persuasion represents the 
new s y st e m tlie system that baa l>e«n 
srowing, an too slowly. It Is true, but 
lirrowinc for nineteen hundred Tears. Tn 
the old s>-stem war la the chief corner- 
stone — war which at best Is little tietter 
than war at Its worf«; the new system 
contemptatee an universal brotherhood 
established through the uplifting power 
of example. 

If I c<rrrectly Interpret the note toOer- 
m.iny. It conforms to the standards of 
the old system rather than to the rules 
of t)ie new. and I cheerfully admit that 
It Is ."hundantly soppoted by precedents— 
precedents Tirltten In characters of blend 
upon i^Imcrst every page of hwmsn hls- 
tr'vv. \u.stila funiisiied Ibe moot rooent 
precedent: It was Austria's firmness that 
dictated the ultimatum' against Servta. 
which set the world at war. Kvery ruler 
now participating In this unparallelod 
conflict has pro<-l«Imed his desire for 
peace and denied responsibility for the 
war. and It Is only charitable that we 
should credit alt of them with pood faith. 
They desired peace, but they sought If 
acocrding to the rules of the old system. 
They believed that firmness would sive 
the best assurance of the maintenance ot 
peace and, faithfully following precedont. 
they ^eat so near the Are that ther were, 
one after another, siwicod into the con-

Washington, June 11. — The reply 
of Berlin to the second .\mcrican com- 
munication regarding the sinl^ing of 
the William P. Frye by the Prinx 
Eltel Friedrich has been received by

Germany's reply firmly reiterates 
the stand taken in the original note, 
acknowledging liability in the Frye 
case and referring it to a prize court. 
The right of stopping ships carrying 
contraband for Elngland is upheld and 
tlie contention of the American gov- 
ernment that the treaty of Prussia 
was violated in the sinlving of the ship, 
is flatly contradicted.

Secretary Bryan is being roundly 
lambasted by some oi the press for 
tendering his resignation at this time 
and it is . laiined that it will give to 
Germany an impression that her posi' 
tion is finding support in this country 
But when was the imperial English 
edict issued denying Germany friends 
in this country? 

There are two sides to this Lusitania 
question. One is the English and the 
other the German side. America should 
not be too quick to accept the English 
version. At least Qermany is entitled 
to be heard. 

Personally, we believe that there is 
nothing to excuse the murder of 1500 
non-combatants — innocent men, women 
and children. 

We are neither the apologist of Bryan 
nor the advocate of Germany. But 
when the uober judgment of the country 
is expressed, the Bryan policy will find 
much favor. 

In our humble judgment there is 
nothing in the note issued by the Presi- 
dent that Mr. Bryan could not con- 
sistently sign. The note is an able 
document, eouehed in deoorous lan- 
guage and certainly represent the best 
thought of America. The position of 
Secretary of State is not, as we under- 
stand it, an office independent of the 
President and Cabinet. It is the ave- 
nue through which state papers arc is- 
sued and in this view of the matter it 
was the duty of the Secret4ry to sign 
the paper although he may have thought 
it pitched on an erroneous plane. But 
the larger (juestion between Mr. Bryan 
and the President, that is their differ- 
ence as to what the policies of the gov- 
ernment should be, was the actuating 
cause of the resignation and when Mr. 
Bryan conscientiously differed from the 
President on theselpolicies, it was his 
duty to sever the relations. We see 
no room for the censure of any one. 
Certainly President Wilson has not 
censured A!r. Bryan. On the contrary 
he has said of him many complimentary 
tbinfi.

An Ordinance designating the duties 
md salary of the City ESngioeer of the 
City of Richmond, and providing for 
Ihe election of a City Engineer for the 
remainder of tbe present two-year terih. 

Be it ordained by the Board of Counci] 
of the City of Richmond, Keniuck): 

1. That it shall be the duly of the 
City Engineer of the City of Richmond, 
when and as tbe Board of Council may 
direct, to prepare plana, speeifioationk 
and surveys for aH such public work ol 
oonstructitm, improvement, or recon- 
struction of the public streets, sidewalks, 
alleys and other public ways of the Cit> 
of Richmond as the Board of Council 
may ordain; and, when and the Board 
of Council may direct, to inspect and 
!>u per vise the doing of all such public 
work; and to perform all sneb other du- 
ties as are imposed or provided by^ law 
for City Engineers of eities of the fourth 
class. 

2. That the salary of the City Engineer 
shall be a sum to be agreed upon be- 
tween him and the Itoard of C u.icil in 
advance of each lot of work which they 
may direct him to perform, but not to 
exceed the sum of t7.00 per day for each 
day that be shall actually spend in tbe 
perfonqanee of bis duties and In n' 
event to exoaed tbe toul sum of tTOO OC 
per annum. 

3. That, whereas the Hoard of Couii 
cil did not before the first Monday ii 
January succeeding iheir election ap- 
point a City Engineer for a period oi 
two years ihereafter. and whereas b\ 
reason thereof there exists a vacancy in 
said office for tbe two-year term ending* 
the Brst Monday in January, 1916. there 
shall be beld at the regular July, 1915, 
meeting of this Board of Council an 
election of a City Engineer for the unex- 
pired part of said term. 

4. That all ordinances and parts of 
ordinances in aooOict herewith are here- 
by repealed. 

5. That this ordinance shall be in 
full force and effeet from Its passage 
and publication as required by law.

of scholarship, of ability, of efficiency 
and of sftalesmanship." 

In his introductory remarks Gov. Mc- 
Dermott expressed his pleasure in hav- 
ing the privilege of deiiveriag the com- 
mencement address at Richmond, pay- 
ing a beautiful tribute to his friends 
Governor .lames B. McCreary and Judge 
J. A Sullivan, who reside in Richmond. 
He referred with pride lo ihe work of 
Judge Sullivan along the line of better 
education in the State. 

In speaking of the influence of the 
teacher in the community, Mr. McDar 
mott said in part: 

"They have great opportunities and 
great responsibilities and duties and I 
hope they will always be able to enjoy 
and exercise them thoroughly. In the 
first place, they have an immense in- 
fluence on the children, and through the 
children an influence on the whole com- 
munity, whether they know it or not. 
Their talente are noted by their pupils 
and if they are not efficient, and do not 
understand their work, there are some 
children that find it out. They are ad- 
visors in a large degree both lo ihe slu- 
dcnis and ihc families and ought to act 
accordingly. 

'The purpose of the teacher is not 
merely to make brighter, but better men 
and women. There are some people 
who have the foolish notion Uiai ednoa- 
tion is to take the place of religion. Be- 
fore tne French Revolution, Payne and 
others look iliestand llial ihe world wou'd 
soon not need religion and in one of his 
work's Payne said, 'In seven years there 
would not be a king in Europe.' More 
than a hundred years have passed and 
there are nearly as many kinga in Eu- 
rope as there were at that time." 

Mr. McDermott urged that the gradu- 
ates continue their study after leaving 
the school and keep abreast of the times 
He dwelled al length upon the methods 
of keeping up in ihe work, advocating 
the intelligent reading of ^ood books In 
preference to the Idle reading of (juos- 
lionable literature. In closing Mr. Mc- 
Dermott said: 

"I therefore eoncralubite these teach- 
ers and this institution. I congratulate 
the Slate that while we are thinking of 
building railroads, while we think of 
building up other necessities of the 
State, we are not unmindful of helping 
the cause of education, so thai there 
shall not be in our midst a single adult 
who cannot read or write, and not a 
child rich or poor, who shall not have 
an opportunity, and that Kentucky may 
not only prosper maierially, but may 
shine also brilliantly for highest en- 
deavors and achievemenis in all — in 
poetry, in prose, in painiiiig, in sculp- 
ture, and in everyihing that lends lo re- 
fine and elevate men so that they may 
rise like human beings with immortal 
souls and may know what it means, this 
old existence of ours, and may enjoy all 
pleasure of it in a moral, reflned. life." 

Certificatee were presented by.Senator 
H. M. Brock, a member of the Board of 
Regents, to the thirty-four graduates. 
Senator Brock impressed the teachers 
as lo Iheir duly lo ihe Normal and lo 
the Slate. 

An Alumni address was made by Sup- 
erintendent O. H, Harris, of Winchester 
Ky., memlwr of the olasa of 1918. He 
dwelled at length upon the work the 

graduates are doing in the field and 
their debt to the school.

Two Trips to Richmond, Va. 

FinaTTitip. 

In the month of March, 1805, 500 
prisoners of Jno. Hunt Morgan's Com- 
mand were marched out oT Camp Doug- 
las at Chicago, after havinfr been 
thoroughly searched and everything 
valuable or any warm clothing taiven 
froji us. We were marched to the train 
to be taken to Uiohmond, Va., for ex- 
change. We had been in prison 10 
months, captured at Buffington Island. 
l>urinK the niKhi after leaving Chieago. 
the train running very fast, we met an- 
other train on tiie same track. I did 
not know what the was matter — but did 
know that I went flyinp over tlie back 
seats about as fast as our train was run- 
ning. I soon found out that we bad had 
what they called a "Collision" and they 
commenced talking about our train tele- 
scoping the otlter. That was a miser- 
able night we spent, several men were 
killed, and many serioiisly hurt. None 
of the prisoners were seriously hurt. 

We finally crossed the Oliio river and 
there our trouble began. Wo had been 
in passenger cars, but they put us on 
stock trains on the B. & O. road at the 
river, and tbey put about as many of us 
in cars, as they wonid have a lotof hogs, 
I think about 40. This might have been 
a benefit to us, because we bad but little 
clothing, and it was coM. So we just 
piled up oil each other lil<e a lot of ho;;s. 
and liually they unloaded us at IJalli- 
more, formed us in line, and marched 
us down to Fort McHenry. Going down 
to the Fort, I had the satisfaction of 
feeling that I was in Heaven, Iwcanse on 
either side of the road stood the most 
beautiful ladies I had ever seen. I 
tliouglit they were angels, llicy fed us 
and cheered us, and ever since that lime 
in my prayers I have asked (Jod to bless 
the liallimore women. We stood in the 
mud ankle deep, without any Tire, and 
it was the only night that I did not care 
whether I lived or died. 

Next day they shipped us to Aikin's 
Landing on James River and there we 
were turned over to the Confederate 
Uovernmeiit on parole for :!0 days. We 
walked to Kiclimoiid and were sent to 
Camp Lee and paid olT in Confederate 
money. 1 immediately went up town 
and noticed a stand with corn bread on 
it. I gave as for a piece that would not 
weigh over three- fourths of a pound. I 
stayed in Va., until Lee surrendered, 
and tlien until Johnson surrcndcrrd. I 
made my way back lo mv homo ui Ken- 
tucky and was not yet 20 years ojd.
